Pucific Uompany has is<sued a
gpecinl tmiff on soft lumber, lath
and shingles in carlvad lots, from
lhimber sinpluiuz polnts un the

Tiuckee river Nevada and TJeah.
The rate on lumber under the new
tariff. will be from Truckee to Ne
vada and Viah points, east of Hot
Springs, including Ogden, $40 per
car load of 20,000 pounds. The
rate from Towle's Station West of
Truckee will be three dollars ad-
ditional per car load, The old rate
on lumber from Tiuckee to Winne-
mueccu was $91 per car-load, anod
from Boca 88 per car-load.

This is the first good effect of the
Inter-State Commerce Act, notic-
able in this part of the eountry,
and others are certain to follow.
8an Francisco merchants who are
interested in keeping rates from
the East to Nevada, three times
what they are in San Francisco, so
as to control the trade of the ip-
terior, have been endeavoring to
make it appear that the enforce-
ment of section four of the act will
ruin many industries on the Pacifie
Coast, There is nothing in the il
‘bowever, to sustain this view. The
Act does not fix the rate on any
class of freight; that i, left ex-
clusively to the roads. Tt only pro-
vides that roads shall not charge
more for a like class of freizht for
a shoiter than a longer distance
over the same line. There is poth-
ing in the Act that prohibits rail-
roads from carrying wine, wool,
fruits, ete., at the same rates as
bheretorore, and unless the transcon-
tinental roads combine to kill those
industries by a tariff that they can-
not stand, and that they ecould do
if the Inter-State Aet wus not in
existence, they will not suffer irom
the operation of the act,
